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DETAILED ACTION 

Prosecution History 

1. Claims 43, 51, 59 and 67 have been amended. 

2. Claims 43 - 5 1 , 53, 54, 56 - 6 1 , 63 - 67 and 69 - 74 have been further amended by a 
supplemental amendment filed on 3 December, 2012 

3. Claims 43 - 74 are allowed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

4. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 14 June, 2012 has 
been entered. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

5. The terminal disclaimer filed on 12 December, 2001 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
US 6,188,989 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The cited prior art of record fails to expressly teach a method and a system for managing 
data associated with available-to-promise (ATP) products, where a memory containing a 
hierarchy of sellers including parent sellers and sub- sellers are represented by a seller 
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model is accessed by a computer and the computer calculates an amount of the product 
that is ATP for each seller according to a planned supply, customer orders, pre-allocated 
supply of the product for each seller and the amount of product that is ATP for the other 
sellers in the hierarchy. The computer adjusts the pre-allocated supply for each seller 
according to customer orders across a time period and recomputes the amount of product 
that is ATP for each seller according to the adjusted pre-allocated supply.
